The Alberta police watchdog 
is investigating after a man 
was allegedly shot and killed 
by RCMP near Vegreville. 

The Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team (ASIRT) 
said that three RCMP mem¬ 
bers were called to an area 
north of Vegreville to inves¬ 
tigate a disturbance call at 
about 2 p.m. Wednesday. 

ASIRT said the man was 
armed and three other adult 
relatives were at the loca¬ 
tion. 

During the incident the 
RCMP Emergency Response 
Team was called in to assist. 


senior officers from July to De¬ 
cember, and Silverstone said 
there was a significant change 
in behaviour. 

“We had hoped there 
would also be a change in at¬ 
titude,” he said. 

“However, it was a real 
positive ... gratification that 
six months after a single day’s 
training, that it still changed 
behaviour in a very measur¬ 
able way, in a series of measur¬ 
able ways.” 

Changes were observed 
during calls taken, time spent, 
communication and use of 
force, he added. 

Silverstone hopes to offer 
the program to more officers 
within a year, as well as ex¬ 
pand it to other police servi¬ 
ces.

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Health. Baby’s death 
prompts province to 
warn of whooping cough 


The death of a baby girl from 
whooping cough has Alberta 
health officials reminding 
people they should be im¬ 
munized against the disease. 

They say one-month-old 
Harper Whitehead died at 
Alberta Children’s Hospital 
in Calgary last month from 
complications caused by per¬ 
tussis. 

Children under six months 
of age have little, if any, im¬ 
munity to the cough, but can¬ 
not be vaccinated against it 
until they are older. 

In March, Alberta Health 
Services declared an outbreak 
in southern Alberta where 
there have been 42 reported 
cases so far this year. 


The disease 


• Pertussis is a highly con¬ 
tagious bacterial disease. 
It leads to severe cough¬ 
ing that causes children 
to make a distinctive 
whooping sound as they 
gasp for breath. 


• In rare cases it can be 
fatal. 


Dr. David Strong, acting 
medical health officer for the 
region, says it’s important 
that anyone around babies be 
immunized.

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‘Toughest sheriff’ battles racism claims 


Arizona. Plaintiffs say 
officers based some 
traffic stops on race 
of Hispanics 


For six years, the self-pro¬ 
claimed toughest sheriff in 
America has vehemently de¬ 
nied allegations that his dep¬ 
uties racially profile Latinos 
in his trademark immigration 
patrols. 


Now Joe Arpaio, the sheriff 
in Arizona’s most populous 
coimty, Maricopa, will have to 
convince a federal judge presid¬ 
ing over a lawsuit that went to 
trial Thursday and is expected 
to last imtil early August. 

The plaintiffs say Arpaio’s 
officers based some traffic stops 
on the race of Hispanics who 
were in vehicles, had no prob¬ 
able cause to pull them over 
and made the stops so they 
could inquire about their immi¬ 
gration status.

“It’s our view that the prob¬ 
lem starts at the top,” plaintiffs’ 
attorney Stan Young said. 

The lawsuit will serve as 
a bellwether for a similar yet 
broader civil-rights lawsuit filed 


against Arpaio in May by the 
U.S. Department of Justice. 

Arpaio has said the lawsuit 
is a pohtically motivated attack 
by the Obama administration 
as a way to court Latino vot¬ 
ers in a presidential election 
year. Justice officials say the 
department began its initial 
civil-rights inquiry of Arpaio’s 
office during the Bush adminis¬ 
tration and notified the sheriff 
of its formal investigation a few 
months after Obama took of¬ 
fice.

Abuse scandal. Priest 
awaits sentencing for 
‘covering up’ exploits 


The first U.S. church official 
convicted of endangering chil¬ 
dren in a priest abuse scandal 
asked Thursday for a sentence 
of house arrest or probation, 
calling a long prison term 
“cruel and unusual.” 

Monsignor William L 3 mn, 
61, of Philadelphia awaits sen¬ 
tencing Tuesday. 

L 5 mn, the former secretary 
for clergy at the city’s Roman 
Catholic archdiocese, handled 
priest assignments and child 
sexual-assault complaints 
from 1992 to 2004. 

He faces up to seven years 
in prison after a jury convicted 
him last month of felony child 
endangerment for his over¬ 
sight of now-deffocked priest 
Edward Aveiy. Avery is serv¬ 
ing up to five years in prison 
after pleading guilty to child 
sexual assault and conspiracy. 

Prosecutors spent a dec¬ 
ade investigating hundreds 
of sex-abuse complaints kept 
in secret files at the archdio¬ 
cese and issued two damning 
grand-jury reports. They argue 
that Lynn and un-indicted co¬ 


conspirators in the church 
hierarchy kept children in 
danger by covering up reports 
that priests were molesting 
children. 

L 3 mn reviewed the secret 
files in 1994 and sent a hst of 
35 problem priests to Cardin¬ 
al Anthony Bevilacqua. The 
cardinal had the hst shred¬ 
ded, according to a memo 
the church turned over after 
Bevilacqua died in January. 

Defence lawyers argued 
in a sentencing memo filed 
Thursday that L 3 mn should 
not serve more time than 
abusers themselves. 

“Monsignor L 3 mn has 
never harboured any intent 
to harm a child,” lawyers 
Thomas Bergstrom and Jef¬ 
frey Lindy wrote. They called 
a seven-year term cruel and 
unusual. 

L 3 mn has spent a month 
in prison since the verdict. 
He now seeks a term of time 
served combined with house 
arrest, community service, 
work release or probation.

A lanky, long-haired man 
wearing a baseball cap and 
plaid shorts with a fake 
Michigan driver’s license 
carried out a deadly suicide 
attack on a bus full of Israeli 
vacationers, Bulgarian of¬ 
ficials said Thursday. 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu blamed 
the attack on Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah, a Lebanese Shiite 
Muslim guerrilla group, and 
threatened retaliation. Seven 
people — five Israelis, the Bul¬ 
garian driver and the bomber 

— died in the blast Wednesday. 

Although no group claimed 

responsibihty, Israel has at¬ 
tributed a series of attacks on 
its citizens aroimd the world in 
recent months to Iran and its 
Shiite proxies, threatening to 
escalate a shadow war between 
the two arch-enemies. 

The attack occurred shortly 
after the Israelis boarded a 
bus outside the airport in the 
town of Burgas, a popular 
destination for Israeh tourists 

— particularly for high school 
graduates before they are 
drafted into military service. 

Security camera footage 
aired Thursday showed the sus¬ 
pected bomber wandering in 
and out of the terminal shortly 
before the blast. Ofiicials said 
the bomb detonated in the lug¬ 
gage compartment.

into the new role. 

“Air Canada imderstands 
that there are a number of post¬ 
employment restrictions for 
Derek with respect to federal 
government relations,” said air¬ 
line spokeswoman Angela Mah. 

The hurdles Vanstone need¬ 
ed to clear to get the job include 
a flve-year ban on becoming a 
registered lobbyist and a man- 
datoiy cooling-off period that 
prohibits involvement with 
any company with which he’s 
had si^iiflcant government 
dealings. 

NDP ethics critic Charlie An¬ 
gus called the appointment im- 
acceptable. “What we are see¬ 
ing here is again the old boys’ 
club, the revolving door,” he 
said. “It’s a nudge-nudge, wink- 
wink system that you have a 
senior adviser to the prime 
minister who will just happen

Americans while 
Romney criticizes 
president for job losses 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
told voters in Florida on Thurs¬ 
day that Republican challenger 
Mitt Romney wants to undo the 
structures of American soci¬ 
ety that built a vibrant middle 
class. 

Romney, speaking in a Bos¬ 
ton suburb, repeated his charge 
that Obama was more con¬ 
cerned with his re-election than 
bringing down the nation’s 
high rate of unemployment. 

The men battling to win 
the November election for the 
White House are engaging 
in the kind of intense cam¬ 
paigning normally reserved for 
the final weeks of the contest. 

Obama’s decision to spend 
two days in Florida signals the 
importance of the state. If the 
president can win there, as he 
did in 2008, Romney would 
have a difficult time blocking 



his return to the White House. 
The U.S. presidential elections 
are not won according to the 
popular vote nationally, but in 
state-by-state contests. 

Obama and Romney are in 
one of the closest presidential 
contests in recent memory. 
Incumbent presidents nor¬ 
mally have an advantage, but 
Obama’s has been diminished 
by voter concerns over the slug¬ 
gish economic recovery and 8.2 
per cent unemployment. 

Republicans are holding 
their national convention in 
Florida in August.

England. Bomb plot foiled 
after response to domestic 
dispute, court hears 


A planned bomb attack on Jew¬ 
ish sites in the English city of 
Manchester was foiled when 
the husband-and-wife team 
behind the plot became em¬ 
broiled in a domestic dispute, 
prosecutors said in a case that 
led to the wife’s conviction 
Thursday. 

Prosecutor Bobbie Cheema 
told Manchester Crown Court 
that police were called when 
33-year-old Mohammed Sajid 
Khan and his 38-year-old wife 
Shasta got into an argument 
at their home last July. Shasta’s 
family was drawn into the 
squabble, and at one point 
the dispute got physical, with 


Mohammed assaulting his fath¬ 
er-in-law. 

Ofiicers called to deal with a 
domestic-violence episode got a 
httle more than they bargained 
for, Cheema told the juiy in 
opening remarks delivered last 
month. 

She said that one of Shas¬ 
ta’s brothers told the ofiicers 
Mohammed was “a home¬ 
grown terrorist.” Shasta joined 
in too, proceeding to “spill the 
beans” on her husband’s terror¬ 
ist activities.

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Child abductor gets emotional in B.C. court 



Admitted child abductor Ran¬ 
dall Hopley was fighting his 
emotions Thursday as he was 
forced to watch a videotaped 
meeting between himself and 
the father of his three-year- 
old victim. 

Sitting with his head 
bowed down in a courtroom 
in Cranbrook, B.C., Hopley 
struggled to hold back the 
tears as the video showed 
Paul Hebert telling Hopley 
that he forgave him for ab¬ 
ducting his son, Kienan, and 
thanked him for the boy’s 
safe return. 

“There was no sexual as¬ 
sault at all,” Hopley said in 
the video interview, played 
on the second day of his sen¬ 
tencing hearing. 

Hebert asked Hopley if he 


was heterosexual or whether 
he only liked children. 

“Oh yes. I prefer women,” 
replied Hopley. 

“Children, but not in a sex¬ 
ual way. It was nothing to do 
with sex.” 

In the interview, Hopley 
is reminded about a previous 
incident involving an assault 
on a young boy, but Hopley 
said he would never have 
done an 3 Thing to someone as 
young as Kienan. 

“That was in the past. I 
don’t want to go back there,” 
Hopley said softly. 

Hopley was convicted in 
1985 of sexually assaulting a 
five-year-old boy. 

“If I hurt a three-year-old, I 
would just take myself out in 
the bush and shoot myself,” 


he continued. 

“I believe you,” replied 
Hebert. “You took my son 
from me and I forgive you. 
Change yourself Be a better 
person.” 

Hopley, who turns 47 next 
week, has already pleaded 
guilty to abducting Kienan 
Hebert from the boy’s home 
in Sparwood, a southeastern 
B.C. town near the Alberta 
boundary, last September. 

Kienan vanished from his 
bedroom in the middle of 
the night wearing Scooby- 
Doo boxer shorts, prompting 
police to launch a massive 
search. 

The operation grew over 
several days, with police issu¬ 
ing an Amber Alert that was 
eventually expanded to in-

soon. The Crown wants to

Consumer-debt growth was 
about 30 per cent lower in the 
second quarter than a year ear¬ 
lier — the biggest slowdown 
since before the recession, ac¬ 
cording to a consumer-credit 
study released Thursday. 

Equifax Canada’s quarterly 
consumer-credit trends report 
foimd that consumer indebted¬ 


ness, excluding mortgage debt, 
grew 3.1 per cent year-over-year 
in the second quarter, down 
from 4.4 per cent in the same 
period of 2011. 

The study also foimd that 
high-interest credit-card debt 
feu by 3.8 per cent in the quar¬ 
ter and consumer bankrupt¬ 
cies were down 4.5 per cent 


from a year earUer. Meanwhile, 
bank loans and lines of credit 
showed very moderate growth 
compared to a year ago. And 
while consumers continued to 
take on debt, it is encouraging 
that the rate of acceleration is 
moderating significantly, said 
NadimTVbdo of Equifax Canada.

At least part of the rising 
discontent was tied to a great¬ 
er number of customers who 
have been slapped with higher 
fees, with 27 per cent of re¬ 
spondents saying their charges 
went up this year, compared 
with 17 per cent in 2011. 

Many of the respondents 
also said they had a lower 
overall opinion of the reliabil¬ 
ity and financial stability of 
their banks. Satisfaction with 
onhne banking slid eight per¬ 
centage points over last year, 
mostly due to problems navi¬ 
gating websites, and a lack of 
some services. 

On the upside, customers 
said they were largely happy 
with financial advisers at 
the banks, though this is the 
first time the survey asked re¬ 
spondents about them. 

The highest ranked of the 
big five Canadian banks was TD 
Bank, which has consistently 
led the results since the survey 
was laimched seven years ago. 
ING Direct Canada ranked &e 
highest of the midsize banks. 

The armual J.D. Power sur¬ 
vey polled 12,000 Canadians 
who use either banks or credit 
unions.

Wine corks used 
to create art 

Anyone who truly loves 
wine wiU know about that 
insatiable desire to coUect 
corks of your favourite 
bottles of red and white 
wine.

Richard: Mark, this story 
seemed like it played out 
in real life on our streets, 
albeit without capes, gadg¬ 
ets and murderous villains.

Mark: The movie comes out 
squarely on the side of law, 
order, and social hierarchy. 


Chris Nolan is smart enough 
to know that if he wants to 
make blockbusters he isn’t 
going to get hnancing from 
the 99 per cent. So the pol¬ 
itics of the him are a bit con¬ 
fused, but the rest of it works. 
It’s smart, if a bit talky, and 
beautifully cast. The big ques¬ 
tion is: Is it as good as The 
Dark Knight? 

RC: I think it is more eas¬ 
ily comparable to Batman 
Begins. Both those movies 
have the same kind of tone. 
As for The Dark Knight, 
I’d have to say it’s as good, 
but in a different way. It’s 
a more structured, linear 
film, mainly because the 
villain is more straight¬ 
forward. Bane is a trouble¬ 
maker — he’s one part mod¬ 
ern day terrorist, two parts 
Attila the Hun — but he 
lacks the Joker’s unpredict¬ 
ability, which is the thing 
that made the middle movie 
such a treat. 

MB: Yes, what’s missing 


from this film is a great vil¬ 
lain. It’s hard to enjoy Bane 
through his face mask — 
Darth Vader he’s not. Instead 
of The Joker, we now have 
The Mumbler. And many of 
the characters’ motivations 
seemed unclear to me, espe¬ 
cially Catwoman, although I 
liked Anne Hathaway in the 
role. She gets the best lines 
AND the best outfits. But it’s 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt that 
really occupies the heart of 
the movie. He’s the only one 
that seems human in it, so 
kudos to him. 

RC: Agreed about Gordon- 
Levitt but I liked Bane’s 
slightly nutty Shakespear¬ 
ean villain, even if some 
of his dialogue ended up 
sounding like a garbled mix¬ 
ture of drunken whispers 
and baby talk. Also, Hatha¬ 
way, for my money, rocks it.

French actor Omar Sy is 
hoping his recent hot streak 
continues. His latest film, The 
Intouchables, is already a hit 
across Europe, in Japan and 
in its native France, where it 
has become the second most 
successful French film of all 
time and earned Sy a Cesar 
Award for best actor — beat¬ 
ing out the Artist star Jean 
Dujardin. Now, Sy is hoping 
to find similar success in 
North America (it opens here

How did you come to be 
involved with the project? 


I had already done three 
films with the directors, 
Olivier Nakache and Eric 
Toledano. As the films went 
on, the roles that I would 
play were more and more 
important, and at the end of 
the third film they said, “We 
want to write something for 
you as the main character,” 
and they showed me the 
documentary on the real 
story and said, “If you’re in 
we do it, and if you’re not 
then we don’t move for¬ 
ward.” And I did. 

Did you get to meet the 
real-life counterparts, Abdel 
and Philippe, prior to mak¬ 
ing the tilm? 

Yes and no. I met with Phil- 
ippe — I went with [co-star] 
Francois [Cluzet] and the dir¬ 
ectors to Morocco, where he 
lives. We talked a lot about 
his condition and the special 
treatments he requires. We 
stayed three days to meet 
with him. And we also talked 
a lot about his relationship, 
of course, with Abdel. What 
I really remembered was the 


special bond that they had 
together. That’s really what I 
took out of that meeting. Ab¬ 
del I met after the film, the 
night before the premiere of 
the movie in Paris. I actually 
liked not having met Abdel 
beforehand because already 
there was a huge pressure 
that this was based on a real 
story, and I wanted to bring a 
lot of myself to the character. 
That’s why I enjoyed meeting 
him afterward instead of 
beforehand. Otherwise the 
pressure would’ve been even 
more. 

How do you find the balance 
between creating your own 
character and telling some¬ 
one else’s story? 

I don’t have a formal actor’s 
training, so I went a lot 
with instinct and what felt 
right. I would be like a horse 
galloping, and the directors 
would be handling the reins 
and reining me back in. So 
that’s how I found the bal¬ 
ance. 

The movie opens with you 


behind the wheel of quite 
nice Maserati Quattroporte. 
Did you get to do any of the 
driving yourself? 

Of course. That was a condi¬ 
tion for making the film — 
otherwise I wouldn’t have 
done it (laughs). 


The success in France has 
been fantastic. How do you 
feel about heading into 
North America with it? 

Because of its huge success 
not only in France but in 
countries like Italy, Germany 
— you know, all over Europe 


— we’re really hoping that 
in the States it will also have 
some impact and have some 
success, because now we’ve 
gotten used to all that suc¬ 
cess and attention. So we’re 
really hoping it will work 
here.

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Guetta gives back to young DJ community 


Q&A. The world's 
biggest DJ talks with 
Metro in a one on one, 
discussing Burn studios 
Residency (a program 
for aspiring DJs) and 
his domination of the 
charts 


Whether or not electronic 
music is your thing, you 
know of David Guetta. The 
French house music producer 
and DJ is arguably the world’s 
biggest DJ right now, known 
for his blending of hip-hop 
and urban artists with house 
beats. 

Songs like Gettin’ Over 
You (featuring Chris Willis, 
Fergie & LMFAO) and Sexy 
Bitch (featuring Akon) have 
put him on the top of inter¬ 
national charts and made 
him a club favourite. 

This summer, Guetta took 
time out of his busy schedule 
to aid in training some prom¬ 
ising new DJs from around 
the world. 

Burn studios Residency, an 
initiative to help new talent¬ 
ed DJs get global recognition, 
selected 11 finalists and sent 
them to Ibiza to participate 
in a DJ boot camp where top 
electronic music artists, in¬ 
cluding Luciano, Richie Haw- 
tin and Guetta, mentored 
them. 

The three winners (from 
Spain, Poland and Slovenia) 
won the coveted prize of a 
two-month residency at three 
of the top clubs in Ibiza, not 
to mention the world: Priv¬ 
ilege, Cafe Mambo and San- 
keys. The perks come with 
accommodations near their 
new job, a monthly salary 
and a great resume booster. 

Metro World News caught 
up with Guetta while he was 
helping mentor the DJ stu¬ 
dents. 

How is Ibiza right now? 

Ibiza is amazing. Ibiza is a 
miracle because it’s supposed 
to be an international crisis. 


and this island is packed. 
Every show is packed, and 
this seems like the kind of 
place. I’m really wondering, I 
think people are coming to a 
different planet to party here. 

I know you’re working with 
Burn studios Residency 
program. Why was it so 
important for you to help 
out with this program? 

Burn studios have been 
amazing to me. We did a 
movie together called Noth¬ 


ing But the Beat. Of course I 
was happy to participate and 
come here for such a positive 
thing. They are helping DJs to 
achieve their dreams. To me 
it’s wonderful to be part of 
it, so that’s the reason why.

It’s only fitting that the first 
words that the world heard 
from an amazingly hfelike ren¬ 
dering of Tupac Shakur were 
“What the f- is up?” 

Many wondered the same 
thing as they saw on the stage 
at the Coachella festival a rap¬ 
per who had died 16 years ago. 

The answer to the question 
posed by the entity that has 
come to be known as Virtual 
2Pac is that with music and 
technology we have arrived at 
a crossroads of the future and 
the past. For members of the 
generation who are growing 
up in the information age, they 
have only known a time where 
eveiy piece of recorded music 
is at their disposal. This ac¬ 
cessibility has created hsteners 
with wider ranges of musical 
taste and knowledge than ever 
before, but also a sense that be¬ 
ing able to hear or see whatever 
you want whenever you want is 
a right, not a privilege. 

When it comes to musi¬ 
cians from the past, the ability 
to witness these acts five has 
traditionally presented some 
difiiculty. Many artists from the 
dawn of the recorded era are 
past retirement age and even 
more have died. 

But within the past year 
concertgoers have been able to 
experience performances that 
few would have thought pos¬ 
sible even at the beginning of 


The Beach Boys are sound¬ 
ing better than ever on their 
50th anniversary tour, the 
songs of Queen are coming to 
life in a brilhant new way and 
Roger Waters has brought The 
Wall to arenas and ballparks 
with a production that is so big 
it was only performed in four 
venues when the classic Pink 
Floyd album first came out. 

Roger Taylor of Queen says 
he had to do something to re¬ 
awaken the soimds of his for¬ 
mer band because he knew 
that audiences wanted to hear 
it. 

“There are so many tribute 
bands aroimd and not all good,” 
he says. “If anybody’s going to 
play our music, I want them to 
do it in a brilliant and scintillat¬ 
ing way.” 

So in addition to playing a 
few gigs with Queen guitarist 
Brian May and Adam Lambert, 
Taylor recruited members on- 


director of something called 
the Queen Extravaganza. He 
taught these yoimg musicians 
himself how to play these songs 
and sent them out on tour. 

Could this sort of appren¬ 
ticeship be a new model for 
passing down the soimds? Will 
other bands follow suit? 

“I’d be interested in seeing if 
they did,” says Taylor. 

“It takes a lot of work. They 
might be too old and grey to do 
the work. I’ve done the work 
and I can say that I think we’ve 
been very lucky in terms of 
who we’ve found. We have two 
of the most genius guitar play¬ 
ers, and we have four amazing 
singers and a great rh 3 ^hm sec¬ 
tion and just a great band.” 

This is a band who when 
they were active had four mem¬ 
bers. 

“We’re going to do all of 
those buried parts, all of the six- 
part harmonies,” says Taylor. “It

was a labour of love, but it was 
a lot of labour.” 

On the Beach Boys’ current 
tour, they’ve found that aug¬ 
mentation has helped bring 
their recordings to life in a way 
that wasn’t previously possible. 
Guitarist Al Jardine says having 
so many more people on stage 
has been a bonus. 

“For the first time in the 
history of our music-making, 
we’ve had enough people on 
stage to do all the parts,” he 
says. “We overdubbed so much 
— we were hke harmony fan¬ 
atics — that we never could put 
all of it together in one place 
at one time. Now you have the 
original voices and pretty dam 
good players and singers doing 
the parts that the three or four 
of us haven’t ever done.” 

But this isn’t the only meas¬ 
ure in place to ensure that 
Beach Boys music fives on. A 
group called California Saga, 
who performed their fourth gig 
this week, has been formed by 
the spawn of Beach Boys mem¬ 
bers. 

The group is comprised of 
Jardine’s sons Matt and Adam; 
Wilson Phillips singers Camie 
and Wendy Wilson, who are 
the daughters of Brian Wilson; 
Mike Love’s children Christian 
and Ambha; Carl Wilson’s son

“It’s very sad. A lot of these 
people seem to be passing 
away,” says Darlington. “That’s 
all part of the attraction of trib¬ 
ute bands, I suppose. There’s 
less and less chance as the 
years go by to actually see the 
original people play this music, 
but there’s stiU the demand to 
hear this music five. This whole 
other generation is discovering 
it all the time and they’re equal¬ 
ly enthusiastic about it.” 


What’s next? Elvis is back in the building 



Ed Ulbrich, chief creative of¬ 
ficer of Digital Domain, the 
company that created Vir¬ 
tual 2Pac, says his company’s 
next project is fit for a king. 

“Right now we’re focus¬ 
ing on Elvis,” he says. 

“We’re certainly having 
other conversations, but 
Elvis Presley is next up for 
us.” 

Ulbrich is tight-lipped 
when it comes to revealing 
what those other conversa¬ 
tions are. When asked if he 
had his choice of any musi¬ 
cian he’d want to bring back 


to the stage, he says, “I would 
love to be able to answer that 
question for you, but I’ve al¬ 
ready done it. Whomever I 
would love, we’ve already 
contacted and we’ve already 
done and we’re already 
there. So I can’t really talk 
about that.” 

Does Ulbrich think that 
dead stars are the key to the 
future of live music? 

“I can’t see this as the fu¬ 
ture of concerts where it’s 
replacing the idea of five en¬ 
tertainment, live music,” he 
says. “I do think that we’re 


on the cusp of a new form 
of entertainment that is sub¬ 
stantial, and it can enhance 
a concert-going experience.” 

As for the moral implica¬ 
tions, Ulbrich says he has no 
qualms about what his com¬ 
pany is doing. 

“There is no evil exploita¬ 
tive capitalistic plot behind 
this thing,” he says, “Albeit, 
the benefit of it happening 
was that it sold a heck of a lot 
of records and downloads for 
Tupac and his estate. I think 
the fact that it was done with 
the blessing of the family, of 


his mother, also speaks to 
that. So we look at it as a trib¬ 
ute. We weren’t asking him 
to get up there and sell soft 
drinks and juice pops.” 

So what can Ulbrich di¬ 
vulge about the Elvis project? 

“Let’s put it this way,” he 
says, making sure to temper 
his words, “What we’re plan¬ 
ning in tribute to The King 
needs to be nothing less than 
spectacular and epic, so we 
are creating and designing 
something quite enormous 
and grand.”

Girl’s got drive. 

Metro talks to one of 
the few women to 
make the top ranks of 
pro motor racing

“I know I race like a girl,” says 
a promotional slogan for Kath¬ 
erine Legge. “Tiy and keep up.” 

Not many can keep up 
with Legge, though. The 
32-year-old is one of very few 
women in the top ranks of 
professional motor racing, 
the first woman to win the 
prestigious Rising Star award 
from the British Racing Driv¬ 
ers’ Club and a competitor 
in the IndyCar Series — one 
of the jewels in the crown of 
professional racing. 

Legge will be one of 26 
drivers competing in this 
Sunday’s Edmonton Indy. 
After that, the British native 
(she now lives in — where 
else? — Indianapolis) is off 
to the Indy Grand Prix of 
Sonoma in California. Here’s 
an inside-track look at a self- 
confessed adrenalin-junkie. 

How did you get started? 

I got started in go-karts. We 
went on a family vacation to 
Spain and my dad, my uncle 
and me — I was nine years 
old — went to one of those 
“fun car” places. I loved it. 
Back in England, Dad and I 
spent every weekend racing, 
from Friday night to Sunday 
night, from when I was nine 
to when I was 19. 

When did you decide this was 
what you wanted to do? 


I made the jump (to profession¬ 
al racing) when I won a schol¬ 
arship to race in Formula Ford 
(an entry-level racing series) in 
2005 when I came over to the 
U.S. I won my first race that 
year and came third overall in 
the Atlantics championship. 
That made a career possible. 

Is your dad still involved? 

My dad makes the trip from 
England to wherever I’m 
racing — North America, 
Australia, China. He’s broke 
because of it. He can take 
credit for (my career suc¬ 
cess) because, yes. I’ve been 
the one driving the car but 
he’s been the one behind 
me, giving me advice, prop¬ 
ping me up and keeping me 
on a level ground. 

Do women face particular 
hurdles in motor sports? 

Absolutely, but it’s changing. 
When I was on the way up, 
women were very much a 
novelty. Now there are more 
women in racing, and more 
being done to help them. FLA 
(Federation Internationale de 
I’Automobile, which governs 
auto-racing events around 
the world) has started a fe¬ 
male racing commission. 

Your tiance, Peter Terting, is 
also a race-car driver. Is he 
as good as you? 

That depends on who you 
ask! It’s a good (thing) we 
don’t race in the same ser¬ 
ies, because I don’t think we 
would still be planning our 
wedding if that were the case. 

What will you do after 
racing? 

I haven’t thought about it. I 
don’t want to think about it. 
But one of my passions is let¬ 
ting girls and young women 



believe that they can be any¬ 
thing they want to be, that 
they can follow their dreams. 
I’ve just been announced as 
the female driver ambassa¬ 
dor for the FIA. And I’m also 
an official spokesperson for 
the U.S. Girl Scouts’ STEM 
program, which encourages 
girls in science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering and math. 
M^en I stop racing I think I 
will be more active in (such 
activities). 


Have you brought any young 
women into the sport? 

I didn’t set out to be a role 
model, I set out to be a race- 
car driver. But I have had 
young girls come up to me at 
the track and say, T’m racing 
because of you,’ or ‘you’re my 
hero.’ I think, wow. That’s 
a lot of responsibility right 
there. So I’ve tried to conduct 
myself in such a manner that 
shows girls that whatever 
they want to do, go for it.

IndyCar. Engine 
problems have knocked 
Ontario product down 
to fifth spot with five 
races remaining 


For 10 races, James HinchcliflFe’s 
engine drove his car. With five 
races to go, he is trying to avoid 
the engine driving him. 

The 25-year-old from Oak¬ 
ville, Ont., is on his fifth and 
final Chevrolet engine heading 
into Simday’s Edmonton Indy. 

If this one blows, he’ll get 
a penalty, fall 10 places in tire 
starting grid, and get a rebuilt 
engine as a replacement. For 
each subsequent blown engine 
it’s another 10-spot penalty. 

If that happens, he can 
kiss goodbye any chance of 
leapfrogging four opponents, 
including series leader Ryan 
Hunter-Reay, to reach the top 
of the driver standings. 

Hinchclifie said for now 
the engine is not dictating race

strategy because his crew is still 
trying to salvage another motor 
that went south two weeks ago 
at the Toronto Indy. 

“When we establish wheth¬ 
er or not this engine from To¬ 
ronto is salvageable, then that 


might have an efiect going for¬ 
ward for future races,” he said. 

“But for right now, we’re on 
full attack mode. 

“If not, I can’t do the entire 
rest of the season on one en¬ 
gine, so I would have to take a 


penalty at some point.” 

Hinchclifie’s problems with 
his 2.2-litre turbocharged V6 
powerplant mirror his season 
— a fantastic start, but a season 
now starting to hit the ditch. 

Replacing Danica Patrick

James Hinchcliffe, who says while engine 
problems can be frustrating, they come 
with the territory 

in the neon-lime-coloured Go- 
Daddy car for Andretti Auto¬ 
sport, Hinchchfie had a story¬ 
book first three months. 

He consistently finished in 
the top six except for a freak 
crash in BeUe Isle, Mich., when 
a piece of the track dislodged 
into his imdercarriage, sending 
his Dallara into the wall. 

He was second overall in the

Mission, B.C., nnedal 
hopeful looks to put 
disappointment of past 
Olympics behind him 


Brent Hayden, a silver medal¬ 
list at last year’s world swim¬ 
ming championships, has been 
to two Ol 3 mipics already. 

They weren’t much fun. 

In 2004, Hayden swam 
poorly, which was the very 
least of it. 

Just before the end of the 
Games, he found himself in 
the middle of an early morning 
street battle between Greek po- 
hce and anarchists. The then- 
19-year-old was pulled into the 
middle of it, had the boots put 
to him, was cuffed and eventu¬ 
ally released. Though Ganada 
requested some sort of official 
accoimting, Hayden received 
no satisfaction. 

The “riot thing” is how 
Hayden remembers it now. 

“That put a huge damper on 
Athens for me,” Hayden said. 

Four years later, he arrived 
in Beijing as the biggest star 
of Ganada’s swim team, a de¬ 
fending world champion at the 
sport’s glamour event — the 
lOO-metre freestyle. 


Hayden expected two med¬ 
als. He made the mistake of 
talking about two medals — in 
the lOO-metre and the four- 
by-100 relay. 

He dropped out of the 
200-metre freestyle in order to 
concentrate on the relay. 

In the lOO-metre, he didn’t 
quahfy for the finals. 

“I got caught watching 
(eventual silver medallist 
Eamon) Sullivan. I lost focus 


for just that one instant and 
then ...” said Hayden, drifting 
off. 

Apparently, Sullivan was 
thinking of Hayden, too. The 
Australian set a world record 
in that semifinal heat. Sullivan 
may have cost himself gold by 
putting out too much effort too 
early in order to best the Gan- 
adian who’d topped him at the 
world championships. 

Then Hayden’s relay team 


rolled a fourth. 

It was a disappointing 
Ol 3 mipics for Ganada in the 
pool — they’ve been dis¬ 
appointing for some time now 
— and a great deal of the usual 
hand-wringing was directed in 
Hayden’s direction. 

“I think I paid a little too 
much attention to my own 
media hype,” Hayden said. 
“This time. I’m basically not 
caring what anybody says — 


whether it’s positive or nega¬ 
tive.” 

The four intervening years 
have been up and down for the 
veteran 28-year-old from Mis¬ 
sion, B.G. 

His body started to rebel. 
A series of cascading injuries 
ended up settling in the spot 
that plagues most aging swim¬ 
mers — his back. 

Hayden now has a team of 
therapists and a comprehen¬ 
sive regimen to keep himself 
afloat. 

“Now when my back starts 
acting up, I don’t go into panic 
mode. Tlie back used to keep 
me out of the pool for two or 
three days. Now, I get some 


treatment and I’m back in the 
water the next day.” 

In the weeks before arriv¬ 
ing in London, Hayden is criss¬ 
crossing Europe looking for 
tune-up races. One of the other 
things he’s learned is that the 
mental and physical crush of a 
big meet cannot be simulated 
in training. He needs to arrive 
in a winning frame of mind, 
rather than trying to build 
himself up to one on the cru¬ 
cial day. 

“It’s important that the 
gears are already moving 
when I get there,” Hayden said. 
“This has been a long learning 
process.”
